The Canadian Auto Workers 
union is testing the waters for 
the possible unionization of 
taxi operators in HRM. 

CAW regional organizer 
Rick Rose confirmed Tuesday 
the union is in the early stages 
of a membership drive for the 
municipality’s taxi companies. 

“Things are really at the 
preliminaiy stage,” Rose told 
Metro Halifax. 

“We have had a small group 
of drivers approach us and talk 
about the prospects of doing 
that.” 

That group is headed by Gar¬ 
ry Jollymore, an independent 
cab driver who has been float¬ 
ing the idea of unionization for 
the past five years. Jollymore 
penned a pamphlet that has 
been circulating amongst taxi 
drivers urging them to sign on 
to the initiative. 

Jollymore cited an “un¬ 
usual” disciplinary system, the 
lack of benefits, and disrespect 
from the municipality as rea¬ 
sons for joining a union. 

“The recent bus strike is a 
good example,” writes Jolly¬ 
more. “The city used us as 
strike breakers (when they) 
opened the zones and we be-

came pawns in their battle 
with the transit union.” 

“The main benefit for or¬ 
ganizing this way is that it 
gives us a better means to deal 
with HRM, its staff and other 
bureaucracies. We have been 
treated without respect from 
HRM for far too long.” 

Jollymore, who sits on 
HRM’s Taxi and Limousine Li¬ 
aison Group, didn’t return tele¬ 
phone and e-mail requests for 
an interview. 

Rose said if CAW deter¬ 
mines there is sufficient inter¬ 
est in unionization, the union 
will proceed with one employ¬ 
er at a time — beginning with 
the city’s largest company, Ca¬ 
sino Taxi. 

“Our approach will be to 
focus on all of the drivers that 
are employed by a given taxi 
company versus just all drivers 
in HRM,” Rose said. 

Rose said he doesn’t believe 
the CAW has made an attempt 
to unionize taxis in Halifax be¬ 
fore. 

Mayor Peter Kelly was 
unconcerned Tuesday, say¬ 
ing HRM would support the 
drivers should they decide to 
unionize.

Occupy Nova Scotia is using 
a return to Grand Parade this 
weekend as an opportunity 
to consider whether or not 
to move forward with suing 
the Halifax Regional Muni¬ 
cipality over their group’s 
eviction from Victoria Park 
on Remembrance Day. 

A press release issued 
on Tuesday morning indi¬ 
cates the group will meet in 
Grand Parade on Saturday to 
discuss the “pros and cons” 
associated with a possible 
lawsuit. 

“Locally, we’ve made no 
secret since the vindication 
in court this week that we 
are all looking at the op¬ 
tions to sue Halifax Regional 
Municipality,” the release

reads. 

The group plans to hear 
speeches from occupiers, 
supporters and commenta¬ 
tors. Then, in true Occupy 
fashion, a “democratic gen¬ 
eral assembly” will be held 
“so the public can help 
(them) decide if (they) will 
sue the city for their actions 
on November 11.” 

Later Tuesday inside city 
hall, Coun. Debbie Hum 
tried to make public the 
minutes of the in-camera 
meeting of Halifax Regional 
Council on Nov. 5, 2011 but 
lost the two-thirds majority 
vote required. 

Hum said her motion was 
motivated by last week’s de¬ 
cision to drop the charges 


on the 11 adult occupiers ar¬ 
rested following their evic¬ 
tion from Victoria Park. 

“I felt in the light of trans¬ 
parency that the discussion 
in camera was such could be 
made public and should be 
made public,” she said. 

Hum added she believes 
Occupy N.S.’s potential law¬ 
suit was behind many of the 
no votes at council Tuesday. 

“It certainly wasn’t in 
my mind. I just feel that ob¬ 
viously the Crown attorney 
didn’t feel there was any rea¬ 
son to charge the occupiers 
and those minutes should be 
released to the public.” 

Crown Prosecutor Rick 
Woodburn told the media 
last week police had reason¬ 
able grounds to lay the char¬ 
ges at the time but wouldn’t 
speak to why exactly the 
charges were dropped.

Council passes buck on HRMbyDesign appeal 



Halifax Regional Council has 
heard the very first appeal 
under HRMbyDesign. 

William Strug, owner of 
the Tramway building, ob¬ 
jects to the plans for a next- 
door development on Bar¬ 
rington Street He launched 
the appeal in March and it 
was heard at council on Tues¬ 
day. 

Lydon Lynch Architects 
has designed a six-storey glass 
office/retail building for 1592 
Barrington St. 

Council will decide next 
week whether to demolish 
the current building — the 
ramshackle two-storey build¬ 
ing with a leftover CD Plus

sign on it from the last ten¬ 
ant. 

Strug and his lawyer 
argued the taller building 
would block Tramway’s light, 
would encroach on a right of 
way, would block the view 
from the south side of the 
building, and would cause 
additional stress on the roof 


from snow and rain. 

City staff and representa¬ 
tives for the developers 
knocked down the argu¬ 
ments. The right of way was 
extinguished in 1997, Halifax 
ruled out the ‘right to light’ 
in 1860, and there’s no engin¬ 
eering evidence that the new 
building would cause prob¬ 
lems with snow and rain. 

But in the end, HRM’s 
solicitor Martin Ward said 
these issues are out of coun¬ 
cil’s jurisdiction and need 
to be heard in a courtroom. 
Coun. Bill Karsten moved 
to not grant the appeal and 
the rest of council agreed.

council expediting 
heritage recognition 


Schmidtville is on the fast 
track to heritage status. 

Halifax regional council 
agreed on Tuesday to exped¬ 
ite the process, which would 
normally take several years, 
to consider the downtown 
neighbourhood a heritage 
area. 

Dating back to the 19th 
centuiy, Schmidtville is bor¬ 
dered by Clyde, Morris, Bren- 
ton and Queen streets. It is 
one of the municipality’s old¬ 
est intact neighbourhoods. 

Coun. Sue Uteclc said the 
Friends of Schmidtville have 
been working on this for 
seven or eight years now and 
need to move quickly to save 
the area from development. 

They’re also concerned the 
Nova Scotia Liquor Corp. prop¬ 
erty on Clyde Street is looking 
to move, which would leave 
the building vacant. 

“I think Schmidtville is a 
unique part of the municipal-

Cops mull CeaseFire 
approach to crime 


Prevention. Chicago-

Baltimore has seen a 56 per 
cent reduction in homicides 
in just one neighbourhood. 

Chicago has watched the 
number of shootings decline 
by up to 34 per cent over a 
three-year period. 

Both statistics are directly 
related to a violence-preven¬ 
tion program called Cease- 
Fire, which police in Halifax 
are keeping an eye on to see 
if those kinds of numbers are 


possible here. 

“It’s the beginning of a 
good conversation, which 
will hopefully turn into ac¬ 
tion,” said Halifax Regional 
Police Deputy Chief Bill 
Moore on Tuesday. 

Frank Perez is national dir¬ 
ector of training for CeaseFire 
Chicago, and is visiting Hali¬ 
fax this week to introduce 
the program to local police 
officials. 

A core value of the strat¬ 
egy is to look at violence as 
a disease that can be treated, 
and not to blame the people 
caught up in these crimes 
but, instead, to change the 
way they see things. 

“If you get them to think, 
that’s half the battle,” Perez 
said during his presentation

on Tuesday at the Halifax 
Club. “We just have to be a 
another voice of reason.” 

He said CeaseFire only tar¬ 
gets the most risky areas of a 
city and those “most likely to 
shoot or be shot,” making it 
easier for the staff they hire 
to make an impact. 

Perez said the group hires 
local “violence interrupters” 


who are known in the com¬ 
munity, and have a stake in 
what goes on. That way, he 
said, the people who may 
have once been involved in 
gang violence can help others 
make better life decisions. 

“I don’t care if your city is 
250,000 or 2.5 million, this 
applies everywhere,” Perez 
said in an interview after¬ 
wards. 

Moore said a CeaseFire 
unit in Halifax would focus 
on violent “hot spots,” specif¬ 
ically north-end Dartmouth 
and Preston areas, but it 
would add in a mobile aspect 
following individuals as well. 

“We have a good idea of 
who these people are,” Moore 
said. “It’s the same groups in 
different areas.” 


HRM to pay millions to switch to LED 


Switching over to LED street¬ 
lights, as mandated by the 
province, will cost HRM mil¬ 
lions. 

“At the end of the day 
we’re not here to discuss if 
we will do it, because the 
province has mandated we 
have to do it,” said Coun. 
Barry Dalrymple. 

On Tuesday, Halifax 
regional council voted to 
come up with an implemen¬ 
tation plan to convert to LED 


and take ownership of all 
streetlights. 

Nova Scotia Power Inc. 
owns thousands of street¬ 
lights and charges HRM for 
maintenance through power 
rates, while HRM maintains 
some others. 

A staff report shows it 
would be cheaper over a 20- 
year life cycle with a 10-year 
implementation if HRM took 
over maintenance of all the 
streetlights. 


Energy efficient 


• Besides the enormous 
amount of emissions it will 
save, switching to LED will 
reduce streetlight energy 
consumption by 51 per 
cent. 


It would cost $60 million 
for HRM to take over, but $84 
million if NSP maintained 


them all. 

Keeping the status quo 
of dual responsibility would 
cost $70 million. 

The province has given 
municipalities five years to 
make the switch but HRM 
is arguing for 10. Dalrymple 
said negotiations are under¬ 
way and they might get sev¬ 
en. 

“This is an awful lot of 
money,” he said.

RBC has purchased office space

Armour Group CEO Scott 
McCrae made the announce¬ 
ment on Tuesday along with 
RBC’s regional president, Kim 
Mason, at the Historic Proper¬ 
ties. 

“We’re very pleased, proud, 
to have the country’s leading 
financial institution choosing 
this site,” McCrae said. “It re¬ 
affirms that location, which 
already for 200 years has been 
close to, or the centre point of, 
the central business district. It 
reaffirms it into the future.”

into the nine-storey building 
at 1871 Hollis St. in mid-2014, 
after its lease expires at 5161 
George St. The RBC Waterside 
Centre is slated to be finished 
by the end of next year. 

Mason said the new centre 
offers a number of advantages, 
including planned gold certifi¬ 
cation in the green-building 
program Leadership in Energy 
and Environmental Design, 
and more visibility. “It’s more 
in line with our brand of being 
very proud of our history, and 
also being very progressive and 
looking towards file future,” 
Mason said. “I think that this 
building is a real nice blend of 
past and future.” 

Neither MacRae nor Mason 
would disclose how much RBC 
is paying for the naming rights 
and the square footage. Mason 


did say she does not expect to 
save money over what the bank 
pays on George Street. 

MacRae said he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect the announcement to lead 


to an immediate influx of more 
tenants. “(But) for tenants con¬ 
sidering a move, many tenants 
— national, international ten¬ 
ants — want to be in the centre 


of downtown,” he said. “I think 
that helps because it sort of re 
states that this is the centre of 
downtown and this is where we 
should be.” 


Pioneering winemaker 


Jost Vineyards 
sold to Halifax 
businessman 

The controlling interests 
of Jost Vineyards, Nova 
Scotia’s oldest and largest 
winery, have been sold. 

The Malagash vineyard, 
founded in 1983, was 
bought by Devonian Coast 
Wineries Ltd. of Halifax. 

Company president 
Carl Sparkes said in a 
press release on Tuesday 
that Devonian Coast 
Wineries will act as a new 
strategic-equity partner 
with Jost to grow the 
winery. 

Jost was founded by 
Hans Wilhelm Jost and his 
son Hans Christian, who 
runs the winery and will 
continue to do so. The Jost 
vineyard has the oldest 
vines in the province, 
Sparkes said. 

He described Jost as be¬ 
ing the cornerstone of the 
Nova Scotia wine industry 
with two wineries, its 
own vineyards and several 
grape-growing partners 
throughout the province. 

There are 16 winer¬ 
ies in the province, with 
others scheduled to open 
in the near future, Sparkes

Maureen MacDonald trav¬ 
elled to Truro on Tuesday 
to address the Nova Scotia 
Nurses’ Union at its annual 
general meeting. 

But Nova Scotia’s health 
and wellness minister said 
she wouldn’t comment on 
the most pressing issue facing 
the union and the patients 
they serve: the upcoming 


wage negotiations between 
NSNU and the district health 
authorities. 

“(I) said that they need to 
take their issues to the bar¬ 
gaining table with the em¬ 
ployer and go through a col¬ 
lective-bargaining process,” 
MacDonald told reporters at 
Province House. 

“I’m not prepared to go 
to the annual meeting of the 
Nova Scotia Nurses’ Union 
and negotiate the contract 
there from the podium.” 

The nurses’ union has 
been less guarded in its com¬ 
ments on the upcoming bar¬ 
gaining process, slated to 
take place over four days at 
the end of June. 

Janet Hazelton, the 
president of NSNU, said she 


expects the government will 
come to the table with a simi¬ 
lar deal to the one awarded to 
Capital Health nurses in 2011 
and, more recently, health¬ 
care workers with the Nova 
Scotia Government and Gen¬ 
eral Employees Union Local 
42. 

“If this government and 
our employers do not show 
the respect that the nurses 
that I represent quite frankly 
deserve, then that will not be 
productive,” Hazelton said 
from Truro Tuesday. 

“I totally, totally anticipate 
that we will go to the table at 
the end of June and we’ll be 
successful in achieving wage 
parity with our counterparts 
in Capital Health.”

keep the legislature open to 
debate legislation that would 
lessen the likelihood of a 
work stoppage in health-care 
services. The government has 
yet to take them up on that 
suggestion. 


Premier Darrell Dexter says 
it was insensitive for execu¬ 
tives at Halifax-based utility 
Emera to throw themselves 
a party one day after the pri¬ 
vate company proposed to 
hike energy rates. 

Emera, the parent com¬ 
pany of Nova Scotia Power, 
hosted the event last Wed¬ 
nesday at a waterfront res¬ 
taurant for its executives 
and board of directors. 

Nova Scotia Power an¬ 
nounced last Tuesday it was 
applying to increase rates by 
three per cent annually in 
2014 and 2015. 

Dexter said on Tuesday 
Emera showed “very poor 
judgment” in throwing the 
bash at a time when many 
Nova Scotians are struggling 
to make ends meet. 

“It shows a lack of sensi¬ 
tivity with respect to the 
way people are feeling,” he 
said at the provincial legis¬ 
lature. 

“There’s no question that 
anything that hits people’s 
pocketboolcs like this, it 
causes a flare of very justi¬ 
fied concern.” 

Dexter added Emera has 
a “fundamental difficulty” 
if it doesn’t understand that 
Nova Scotians may be upset 
about the rate increase.

the real nerds have, as you might 
expect, already moved on. 

To something called “quantum entanglement.” 

Quantum entanglement is weird. Somehow, subatomic 
particles act on each other and it doesn’t matter if they’re in 
the same room or at opposite ends of the Milky Way. As soon 
as you know that one is “up,” you know the other is “down” 
and vice versa. That’s an oversimplification, but this entire 
column is an oversimplification. Trust me, you really don’t 
want the unabridged version. 

Quantum entanglement is so weird it blew Einstein’s 
mind. He called it “spooky action at a distance,” and thought 
it invalidated quantum theoiy until physicist John Bell proved 
it actually happens, thereby inventing Bell’s Theorem. 

Weird as it may be, quantum entanglement has fired up 
the imaginations of scientists everywhere, who think that 
someday it will mean super¬ 
fast quantum computers, in¬ 
stant communications across 
vast distances, time-travel 
and even teleportation, as in 
“Beam me up, Scotty.” 

As we speak, on science 
blogs everywhere, people 
are earnestly debating the 
safety hazards associated with 
teleportation — whether or 
not it’s the actual Captain 
Kirk who arrives back on 
the Enterprise or a quantum 
copy. The real Kirk has died 
and is left behind on Regulus 
III — his quantum copy just 
doesn’t know it. 

Back on the real Earth, progress is being made on untan¬ 
gling quantum entanglement. One group of Chinese scientists 
have managed to entangle eight photons (particles of light), 
and just this week another group of Chinese scientists an¬ 
nounced that they have managed to go where no geek has 
gone before, teleporting an entangled pair of quantum bits, 
or qubits, 97 kilometres across a lake. 

This is a big deal, as the damn qubits have a habit of un¬ 
ravelling or unentangling or whatever, due to problems not 
encountered in theorems, such as imperfections in optics and 
air turbulence. It may seem like a small step for humankind 
(actually really small — subatomic, even), but how long could 
it be before we can instantly beam William Shatner from one 
Priceline hotel to the other? 

You have to love this stuff, even if it never means you’ll 
be able to honeymoon on Shiralea VI and be back in time for 
work on Monday. As you think about this idea, of real matter 
acting in lockstep mysteriously across time and space, you get 
a glimpse of just how wonderful and mysterious the universe 
really is.

He 
said a survey in Egypt in 1994 
had failed to locate any wild 
tortoises at all. "They are very 
ancient animals and haven't 
changed much over the years, 
which makes them more 
susceptible to problems."

It’s a story of a little boy who 
is bullied at school. It would be 
universal, except that Norman 
is able to see ghosts and zom¬ 
bies. 

And the 3-D movie is shot 
using labour-intensive stop-mo¬ 
tion technology. At a time when 


computer-generated imagery is 
creating stunning and elaborate 
animation, the tactile quality of 
ParaNorman is refreshingly un¬ 
usual. 

Part comedy, part horror pas¬ 
tiche, ParaNorman (in theatres 
August 17) is produced by Laika, 
the studio that made Coraline, a 
2009 3-D stop-motion children’s 
film, nominated for an Acad¬ 
emy Award for best animated 
feature. 

ParaNorman writer and co¬ 
director Chris Butler has a soft 
spot for the paranormal, hav¬ 
ing grown up on The Goonies, 
Ghostbusters and Scooby-Doo. 

“I think there is something 
thrilling to kids about monsters. 
As long as you’re saying that 
there’s a monster and it can be 
beaten. I think that’s import¬ 


ant,” he says. 

The directors wanted a raw, 
gritty animation style. And 
die studio focused on real-life 
materials to achieve it. In its 
puppet and set-construction 
departments, fine artists, jewel¬ 
ers, engineers, and even chem¬ 
ists crafted the characters and 
scenes. 

While the movie boasts some 
high-profile voices — including 
young stars Kodi Smit-McPhee 
and Anna Kendrick — much 
of the “acting” is shared by an 
invisible cast of about 25 anima¬ 
tors who work alone, manipu¬ 
lating the puppets on separate 
sets, and sometimes shooting as 
few as 15 or 16 frames in an en¬ 
tire day (less than one second of 
footage). On a good day, they’ll 
shoot several seconds. 


Director duo 


Sam Fell and Chris Butler 
(writer) teamed up to co¬ 
direct this children’s film. 

• According to Butler, the 
original idea was "John 
Carpenter-meets-John 
Hughes.” Carpenter 
directed horror clas¬ 
sic Halloween, while 
Hughes directed Ferris 
Bueller's Day Off.

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DOWNTOWN DARTMOUTH IS DEFINED BY ITS DIVERSITY AND SENSE OF COMMUNITY 


Downtown Dartmouth may not look 
like a small town at first glance, but 
don’t let appearances fool you, says 
Downtown Dartmouth Business Com¬ 
mission executive director Tim Olive. 

“In many ways, downtown 
Dartmouth is an urban village,” he says. 
“It’s a place without big box stores or 
indoor malls. A place where people 
walk outside on the streets and get to 
know their local merchants by name.” 

The Downtown Dartmouth Business 
Commission is using that “urban 
village” concept in a new rebranding 
initiative that kicks off this month. The 
initiative will feature a splashy 
advertising campaign and a newly 
designed downtown Dartmouth logo to 


promote the area as a unique shopping, 
dining and living destination within 
HRM. 

The rebranding initiative comes on 
the heels of a year-long marketing study 
that identified downtown Dartmouth as 
a proudly independent community with 
plenty of momentum when it comes to 
development. 

“There’s a lot going on downtown 
right now,” says Olive. “The King’s 
Wharf project is the centrepiece of that 
development but there’s much more 
than that. There are a lot of new 
businesses moving in, along with some 
well-established businesses that are 
thriving and expanding.” 

Olive says the new branding 


initiative will focus on an aspect of 
Dartmouth that is unique within HRM 
— the fact that the community is 
defined by its diversity. Downtown 
Dartmouth is a collection of small, 
unique neighbourhoods — a collection 
of small pieces that come together to 
create a strong, cohesive whole. 

“Each neighbourhood, each piece 
plays an important role filling a place in 
the community,” he says. “We’re proud, 
we’re eclectic, we’re unique.” 

The new branding campaign will fea¬ 
ture the slogan “Downtown Dartmouth 
is yours to shape” and will include a se¬ 
ries of banner slogans with messages 
like “all together a community,” “all to¬ 
gether independent” and “all together 


vibrant.” It will also feature a colourful 
new logo — a multicoloured sphere 
made up of a crazy quilt of shapes. 

Olive says the logo will contain the 
Downtown Dartmouth name, but he 
hopes that it will eventually become 
recognizable on its own — a kind of 
Nike logo for the community. 

Olive says the next step is to let busi¬ 
ness people and developers know that 
downtown Dartmouth is open for busi¬ 
ness. 

“That’s key,” he says. “It’s so impor¬ 
tant to get the message out to develop¬ 
ers that we want to work with them to 
build this community. 

“We’ve already proven we can do it 
with King’s Wharf.” - Tom Mason

LAKE BANOOK’S 


STORIED HISTORY 


“Banook” is a Mi’kmaq word that 
probably means the last lake in a chain. It’s 
an appropriate name for the most famous 
of Dartmouth’s 20-plus lakes. Lake 
Banook was once part of a major Mi’kmaq 
water route across the province. In the 
1860s, the lake became part of the Shube- 
nacadie Canal system. 

Today, Lake Banook is a centre of recre¬ 
ation for Dartmouth — a magnet for 
boaters, hikers, picnickers and anyone 
looking to get away from it all without 
leaving the heart of downtown. 

The site of the 2009 world paddling 
championships, the lake is home to three 


paddling clubs and a rowing club that pro¬ 
duce some of the best competitive paddlers 
and rowers in Canada. Skating, sailing, 
swimming, water skiing and ice boating 
are also popular activities. 

Lake Banook was also the site of some 
of the earliest curling matches and hockey 
games in Canada, and some hockey boost¬ 
ers believe the lake is a contender for the 
title of “birthplace of modern hockey.” 

One hockey milestone is not in 
contention, however. In 1864, the nearby 
Starr Manufacturing Company began pro¬ 
ducing the world’s first modern hockey 
skates. — Tom Mason 


GREEN SPACE IN THE 
HEART OF DOWNTOWN 

The Dartmouth Common is a 300-acre 
respite in the heart of downtown 
Dartmouth. It’s history goes back to 
1750 when an area of land was set aside 
in the fledgling settlement to provide 
grazing pasture for local farmers. Today, 
the green space has evolved as 
downtown Dartmouth’s primary outdoor 
recreation area complete with sports 
fields, an urban forest and one of 
HRM’s best public gardens. 

The public garden space is named the 
Leighton Dillman Scenic Garden in ho-

ALDERNEY LANDING IS ONE OF THE MOST UNIQUE SPACES IN HRM 


There is probably no better example of 
the innovative spirit of Dartmouth than 
Alderney Landing. The multi-use facili¬ 
ty is one of the most unique spaces in 
HRM. 

Located in the heart of Dartmouth, 
it’s a theatre, concert venue, art gallery, 


library, ferry terminal and community 
meeting place all rolled into one. And 
the facility’s outdoor concert space, 
which doubles as a parking lot during 
the day, may be the best use of a 
parking facility anywhere.

“There really is a lot going on in 
downtown Dartmouth this summer and 
Alderney Landing is a big part of that.” 

The summer festivities kick off with 
Canada Day celebrations, including a 
family interactive art exhibit, 
boardwalk artists and an evening 
concert. 

The Tall Ships will visit in July, and 
to celebrate Alderney Landing is host¬ 
ing a “pirate landing” event for the 
whole family. A series of weeklong 
summer camps rounds out the month of 
July, including an urban art camp, a the¬ 
atre camp featuring a production of 
Mary Poppins and a War of 1812- 
themed art camp.

retail. It will bring in a higher 
quality of development. I’m quite 
confident in saying you’re going 
to see more development in 
downtown Dartmouth in the next 
five or 10 years than we’ve seen 
in the last 50 or 60.” 

The message is getting out. 
Public meetings held to discuss 
the planning strategy have been 
well attended, says Drisdelle. 

“People are taking a real inter¬ 
est in the future of the communi¬ 
ty,” he says. 

“Downtown Dartmouth has so 
much going for it. It’s so close to 
major amenities. You’ve got the 
waterfront, the trail system, it’s 
eight minutes by ferry from 
downtown Halifax. Location, lo¬ 
cation, location. Downtown Dart¬ 
mouth has it all.”

When the project is completed 
sometime in the next couple of 
years, King’s Wharf is poised to 
become one of HRM’s most fash¬ 
ionable addresses. The $500-mil- 
lion development built at the edge 
of an abandoned marine slipway 
will include 1,200 condo units, a 
200-room hotel and convention 
centre, condo hotel suites and re¬ 
tail and commercial space. 

The complex will be the new 
centrepoint of Halifax Harbour, 
all within easy walking distance 
of downtown Dartmouth and the 
harbour ferries. And it could be 
the first step in the most spectac¬ 
ular development project that 
HRM has seen in a long time, ac¬ 
cording to HRM Waterfront De¬ 
velopment project manager Terry 
Drisdelle. 

Drisdelle is spearheading an 


initiative to create a comprehen¬ 
sive development plan for 
Dartmouth Cove that will address 
everything from building heights 
to land use and green belts. 

“King’s Wharf is the catalyst 
for this,” he says. “Developers 
are looking at King’s Wharf and 
gaining a lot of confidence from 
it. They are realizing that 
something is going on with 
downtown development and they 
are looking at Dartmouth in a 
way that they’ve never looked at 
it before.” 

Drisdelle says attracting more 
people to live and work 
downtown will have a multiplier 
effect that will be good for the 
whole community. 

“What we need is a critical 
mass of people downtown. That 
will bring in more services, more

THE HARBOURWALK TRAIL IS A... 

MECCA FOR URBAN HIKING 


The Harbourwalk Trail that 
snakes through the heart of down¬ 
town Dartmouth is a tributary of 
the vast Trans Canada Trail, but 
it’s more than that. 

The three-kilometre-long mul¬ 
ti-use pedestrian walkway is a 
way for Dartmouth 
neighbourhoods to connect; a 
slow-paced biking and walking 
route that joins the Woodside and 
downtown ferry terminals togeth¬ 
er as one long community. It also 
marks the start of one of the best 
urban hiking experiences in 
HRM. 

For some, the idea of urban 
hiking may be an exercise in lat¬ 
eral thinking. After all, the whole 
point of a hike is leaving the 
urban jungle behind for awhile. 
But a lazy walk through the city 


also has much to offer for those in 
need of a little rejuvenation. For 
one thing, there are no blackflies 
to ruin the day. And no need to 
carry a weighty pack with lunch 
and water and first aid. There 
may be a dearth of isolated lakes 
and seldom seen woodland birds, 
but Dartmouth’s urban trails offer 
plenty of great architecture and 
local colour. 

The Dartmouth Harbourwalk 
Trail offers some of the most 
magnificent views of Halifax 
Harbour found anywhere in 
HRM. 

The trail follows the shoreline 
through Woodside, skirts 
Dartmouth Cove and the new 
King’s Wharf development 
before coming to an end in front 
of Alderney Landing. When it 


crosses the Shubenacadie Canal 
at King’s Wharf it connects with 
a second trail system — the Dart¬ 
mouth Multi-Use Trail and the 
Trans Canada Trail system. 

The Dartmouth Multi-Use 
Trail heads away from the down¬ 
town along the lower part of the 
Shubenacadie Canal system at 
Sullivan’s Pond. It crosses 
Hawthorne Street to Lake Banook 
and then splits into two around 
the Mic Mac Aquatic Club. A 
footbridge takes hikers across the 
Lake Banook narrows and then 
under Highway 111 to connect 
with the Trans Canada Trail at 
Shubie Park. Along the way are 
interpretive signs outlining the 
history of Lake Banook and the 
Shubinacadie System.

For nearly a century, Hiltz Shoe Store 
was a fixture of the downtown 
Dartmouth business scene. 

The Hiltz family took over 
operations in 1911 when Freeman Hiltz 
bought an already existing shoe store on 
Alderney Drive (known as Commercial 
Drive in those days). For two 
generations, the family sold the latest 
footwear fashions to shoppers in Dart¬ 
mouth — a family tradition that was re¬ 
born last year when Freeman’s 
granddaughter Anne opened Hiltz Shoe 
Repair on nearby Portland Street. 

Hiltz Shoe Repair is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of what makes downtown 
Dartmouth such a strong and vibrant 
community, according to Downtown 
Dartmouth Business Commission exec¬ 
utive director Tim Olive. 

“We’re moving forward, but at the 
same time we’re strongly aware of our 
heritage,” he says. “We’ve got a lot of 
business people here like Anne Hiltz 
who have deep roots in our 
community.”

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Bobby Brown: 

The new, new edition 


Comeback. Now on 
tour with bandmates, 
Brown says he's ready 
to return to his solo 
career with his first 
album in 14 years 


Bobby Brown says it took 
him a long time to come out 
with a new album because 
he’s spent so much time try¬ 
ing to get his life on track. 

“It’s what I’ve been 
through throughout my life, 
and just trying to heal my¬ 
self through my music,” the 
43-year-old singer said in a 
recent interview. 

Masterpiece is Brown’s 
first album in 14 years. He 
was a multi-platinum star 
with New Edition and later 
developed his solo career. 
But his well-documented bat¬ 
tle with drugs and his legal 
woes led to his musical de¬ 
cline. His turbulent marriage 
to Whitney Houston further 
eroded his image. 

Although he was arrested 
for DUI in March, Brown in¬ 


sists he has been drug-free 
for more than seven years. 
He said his attempt to get 
his life in order is part of the 
reason why the album took 
so long to make. 

“When you’re working on 
yourself, you have to really 
concentrate on that and it 
takes a back seat to what 
you want to do and what I’m 
gonna do,” he said. 

Brown says Masterpiece, 
which he started working on 
last year, is “the best album 
I’ve done so far.” 

“But I’m going to do bet¬ 
ter in the near future,” he 
said. “I just want to get back 
to what I do, which is en¬ 
tertainment, and this is the 
start to me getting back to 
what I want to do.” 

Brown is engaged to his 
manager, Alicia Etheridge, 
with whom he has a young 
son. 

He also has other older 
children, including 19-year- 
old Bobbi Kristina, his only 
child with Houston. 

Brown said he and 
Etheridge plan a private wed¬ 
ding, and described his life 
as content.

• In a recent interview 
with the Today show's 
Matt Lauer, Brown 
denied that he got his 
late ex-wife addicted to 
drugs. 


• “The Matt Lauer inter¬ 
view was just for me to 
clear the air about what 
everyone was feeling 
about my ex-wife's 
death," Brown said. 


“I’m happy right now in 
my life, I’m comfortable with 
who I am,” he said. “It’s just

On May 19, the famous British chef asks you to join his healthy-eating crusade, a.k.a. Food Revolution Day 
'I’m not anti-burger or anti-pizza. I’m anti- shit food,’ he says

Chef Jamie Oliver has devoted 
his career to fighting unhealthy 
eating — and you can see why: 
Global obesity has more than 
doubled since 1980. Each year, 
2.8 million adults around the 
world die as a result of being 
overweight. 

On Saturday May 19, the 
British TV star launches his 
latest effort, Food Revolution 
Day, a global campaign that 
asks you to think about eating 
right: host a food event serv¬ 
ing organic foods, or a locally- 
sourced dinner party, or start 
a campaign at work or school. 

Check out foodrevolution- 
day.com for more ideas and 
events in your city. 

Here’s Oliver on why you 
should join the movement: 

The obesity crisis: How did 
we end up here? 

The main issue is the West¬ 
ern diet: it’s single-handedly 
more responsible for damage 
to global health than anything 
else. In so many Western coun¬ 
tries, we have three genera¬ 
tions of people who were never 


taught how to cook at home. 
Both parents were at work, 
food education at school is so 
shit, they can’t learn there. I’ve 
been in houses where kids only 
hydrate on fizzy drinks and 
show no interest in tap water. 
And technology, freezing tech¬ 
niques and processed foods 
have only made things worse. 

Will the world ever get 
healthy again? 

I actually think that multi¬ 
nationals and fast-food com¬ 
panies are the best people to 
lead the change. If they chose 
to get behind healthy eating, 
they would do a better job than 
any other government or indi¬ 
vidual. If you thought the oil 
and petrol industiy was compli¬ 
cated and causing wars, think 
again. The food industry is on 
another level. The problem is 
the corruption between food 
industries and governments. 
We need to address smaller 
issues like chicken farming or 
pink slime. Stop these products 
from ever being registered. 
How f—ing dare they? 


And how will the Food Revo¬ 
lution Day help? 

I’m not anti-burger or anti¬ 
pizza; I’m anti- shit food. With 
Food Revolution Day, I’m fry¬ 
ing to get as many people as 
possible to stir the pot. We all 
need to become a little fussier 
about what we put in our gobs 
[mouths]. 

When you put something 
in your mouth, it’s a very per¬ 
sonal thing that affects you 
straight away. 

You’ve already tried to 
change North American food 
habits once. What makes you 
think that they will listen to 
you this time? 

I expect nothing. People 
may not want me around but 
I don’t think I’ve ever wasted 
my time. I don’t give a shit if 
people think I’m crazy. North 
America is difficult, as it’s 
where a lot of the unhealthy 
foods and brands are created. 
It’s the eye of the storm. Most 
countries eventually follow 
their trends, whether they like 
it or not.

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HELPING CHILDREN 
MANAGE THEIR 
FOOD ALLERGIES 
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For millions of Canadians, especially 
children, living with serious food aller¬ 
gies can be challenging. Understanding 
what the risks are and learning how to 
safely manage them is essential, both 
for the allergic individual and those 
who care for them. 

According to the recent Overall 
Prevalence of Self-reported Food Aller¬ 
gy in Canada report, approximately 2.5 
million Canadians self-report at least 
one food allergy. Although some food 
allergies, such as egg and milk, can be 
outgrown, some tend to be lifelong, in¬ 
cluding peanuts, tree nuts, fish and 
shellfish. With no known cure for food 
allergies, avoiding the foods that can 
cause an allergic reaction is essential to 
staying safe. 

Knowing the signs of an allergic re¬ 
action — and how to treat to one — is 
also important. Allergic reactions can 
range from mild, such as a rash or 
hives, to the most serious — including 
difficulty breathing and sudden drop in 
blood pressure. There is no way of 
knowing how quickly a reaction will 
progress or how severe it will be, so it’s

important to respond quickly with life¬ 
saving medication. This is available in 
an easy-to-use auto-injector device such 
as an EpiPen® or Twinject®. 

Although the main responsibility for 
managing food allergies is with the al¬ 
lergic individual, they need support 
from those around them. This is 
especially true for children. 


In order to help protect children with 
food allergies, the government of 
Ontario passed Sabrina’s Law in 2005, 
named in honour of Ontario teenager 
Sabrina Shannon, who died from an al¬ 
lergic reaction while at school. The law 
calls for improved procedures, 
increased training, and better communi¬ 
ty awareness, which has helped to ere-

The 28-year-old mixed 
martial artist from Cole Har¬ 
bour defeated Carlo Prater by 
unanimous decision in UFC 
on Fuel TV 3 in Fairfax, Va., 
for his first back-to-back wins 
since his octagon debut in 
2009. 

“It means a lot,” Grant 
said. “It’s tough when you 
win one, lose one, but this 
is my career and I want to 
succeed — I want to fight 
the best. This is a step in the 
right direction for me and 
I’m thrilled to get the win to¬ 
night over a tough guy.” 

Grant, who is 2-0 since 


moving a class from welter¬ 
weight to lightweight, is now 
5-3 at the UFC level and 18-5 
overall. 

It was just his second fight 
in the past 17 months and 
his first since spraining his 
elbow while training for UFC 
141 last December. 

Prater, 30, fell to 30-11- 
1 and is 1-1 after two UFC 
fights. 

Grant said he dictated a 
frantic pace from the start of 
the fight and didn’t let up. 

“I just kept pushing it 
and I was able to wear him 
down,” Grant said. 

It wasn’t such a great 
night for Jason “The Athlete” 


MacDonald, a Merigomish, 
Pictou Co. native who now 
lives in Alberta. He fell to 
6-8 at the UFC level with a 
knockout loss to Tom Lawlor 
just 50 seconds into the first 
round. 

Lawlor, who had only 
fought once since October 
2010, had lost three of his 
past four UFC bouts and is 
now 4-3 at that level. 

He said he almost left 
without his winning pay- 
cheque because he “forgot 
what it was like to win.” 

“I really needed this win 
coming off a bad loss, a long 
layoff,” he said.

For the third straight series, 
the New York Rangers are 
basking in the glow of a 1-0 
lead earned in the confines 
of “The World’s Most Famous 
Arena.” 

The Eastern Conference’s 
top-seeded team has failed 
in its first two attempts to 
double that edge at Madison 
Square Garden. Given a third 
shot against the New Jersey 
Devils, the Rangers are deter¬ 
mined to make the most of 
home-ice advantage in Game 
2 of the East finals on Wed¬ 
nesday night.

For the past 12 seasons, the
